It is easy to see, says the bureau 


of Home Economics of the U. S. 
Department 
of Agriculture, that 


by raising some vegetables people 
can provide a part of their food 
supply which they may not have 
the money to buy. In one group 
of well-cultivated community gar- 
dens some years ago, the average 
return from a tenth of an acre of 
land was about $50 worth of ve- 
getables, on the basis of present 
prices. This represented 100 hours 
of work—4 hours per week—which 
was all the time that the garden 
needed throughout the season. 
. There is another advantage 
in 


having a backyard garden. When 
the house wife must buy everything 
for the table, in a home where 
funds are short, there is often a 
serious lack of minerals and vita- 
mins in the family diet. This is 


true because vegetable* and fruits, 
which are rich iri minerals and vi- 
tamins, are among the more expen- 
sive kinds of food. The backyard 
garden will provide, at very little 
cost, the foods-- the vegetables, at 
least—which not only improve the 
flavor 
and variety 
of the daily 


meals, but also furnish the miner- 
als and vitamins accessary for a 
balanced diet.

A diet lacking In lime and Impor- 


tant vitamins will result In decayed 
and diseased teeth. It IB essential 
that an .adequate supply of llrae, 
phosphorus and vitamins A, C and 
D be Included in the daily diet. It is 
for this reason that milk Is an im- 
portant food. 
A well-balanced diet 
containing varied substances, with 
an abundance of fresh fruits, vege- 
tables and milk, Is essential to 
healthy teeth. 


Teeth that are infected are a 
menace to good health. Germs at 
work In the teeth and neighboring 
structures are capable of producing 
infection elsewhere In the body. In- 
fected teeth should be extracted. 
Often there Is no pain In these cases 
and the diseased tooth la overlooked 
until serious damage to the body has 
resulted. 


It la advisable to X-ray the teeth 
at periodic intervals. By this meana 
unsuspected diseased teeth can be 
detected. Bear in mind that dally 
brushing of the teeth Is Important, 
TufTuiat fBis alone will not prevent 
infection and decay. 
It has been estimated that ninety, 


five per cent of the children of New 
York City have dental cavities and 
Infected teeth. This percentage la 
high. It is serious when one realizes 
that If adequate measures are not 
taken, in childhood, physical disable- 
ment In some form or other will be 
found in adult life. 
Fortunately, the medical and den- 
tal professions now realize the rela- 
tionship of diseased teeth to poor 
health. Great benefit is sure to be 
derived from the cooperation of the 
dentist and doctor. It Is hoped that 
this latest •campaign will decrease 
the number of constitutional ail. 
ments caused by defective teeth.

Among the commonest, most 


offensive and most dangerous par- 
asites which inflict man are rats, 
and through their disease carry- 
ing qualities they have brought 
about more untimely deaths than 
all the wars of history combined. 
They carry such deadly disease 
germs as bubonic plague, small- 
pox, 
typhoid, infantile paralysis, 


cholera, kala-azar and dysentery, 
so that their very presence means 
disaster. 


"Rat-bite-fever" is a disease 


caused by the bite of these rodents. 
It has been known m China and 
Japan for several centuries. We 
frequently see the disease in this 
country.

The task is not a 
hopeless one, however, and effect- 
ive measures persistly used will 
benefit not only the one-time sup- 
porter of the pests but also the 
community at large. 


Individual effort is necessary to 


rat riddance, but community or- 
ganized and united action 
are 


essential to insure permanent re- 
lief from the pests. Without co- 
operation there is always the pros- 
pect of reinfestation 
from 
ad- 


jacent property. 


Modern methods have been de- 


veloped through the aid of scien- 
tific study and today extermina- 
tion is such a 
comparatively 


simple matter, when_ intelligently 
carried out, that there is little 
or no excuse for the existence of 
these pestilential rodents.
